We publish this week the rules and regula- 
tions that govern the granting of the M, together 
with a cut of the M itself, its various grades 
and sub-divisions. This institution, a time- 
honoured one now in the American univer- 
sities, is comparatively new at McGill, but bids 
tair to become as popular with us as it un- 
doubtedly is with the men across the border. 
The idea is a good one in so many obvious ways 
that it is hardly necessary to refer to them. The 
fact that the rules which control the bestowal of 
the badge are so very strict (in this we refer 
particularly to the big M itself) that only a few 
men in the University are entitled to wear it 
makes the honour a much-coveted one, and in 
this way productive of a good healthy rivalry. 
Harvard with its thousands has only some sixty- 
three men in the University who are entitled to 
the H, consequently the man who succeeds in 
winning a right to the badge is justly looked 
upon as having accomplished something in 
Athletics. Queen's, like McGill, has adopted the 
system but lately, and finds it very satisfactory. 



Now that the institution of the M has become so 
well established, we would like to see the Class 
numerals equally popular. For those whose 
athletic abilities are not sufficiently distinguish- 
ed to win the University badge, it would be a 
pleasant souvenir to carry away a sweater with 
at least a class numeral upon it. Inter-class 
games are popular with us to-day, and are 
likely to become more so, in which event we 
foresee a speedy adoption of the Class as well 
as the University badge. A reference is made 
at the close of the article on the M to a hand- 
book on Athletics, which is to be published 
shortly. A good deal of hard work has been 
done on this by the committee in charge of its 
compilation, and we await the publication with 
much interest. 

The skating season is now at a close, and 
so far as McGill is concerned it has been remark- 
ably successful. The two rinks have been 
open two weeks longer than any previous sea- 
son, opening a week earlier and closing a week 
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later than formerly. The new departure of 
the committee in presenting tickets to all the 
students of the R. V. C. has served to make 
the skating rink even more popular than 
the one for Hockey. The membership has 



been somewhere around two hundred and fifty, 
and would have been more if it had not been 
for the short term this year in the Faculty 01 
Medicine, which prevented a large number of 
men from skating, owing to press of work.

FIRST GRADE. 

Form — Egyptian M of red or white felt, six inches 
square, limbs one inch wide. 
To be worn by : — 

I. Men who have played in at least two cham- 
pionship matches in one season on the Senior Rugby 
Football Team. 

II. Men who break a record at the Annual Uni- 
versity track and field games. 

III. Men who at present (June, 1898) hold the 
University records for track and field games. 

IV. The winner of the Individual championship 
at the annual track and field games. 

V. Men who score at least two points in the In- 
ter-Collegiate track and field games. 

VI. Men who have played in at least two champ- 
ionship matches in one season on the University 
Hockey Team, should it enter the Senior series. 

VII. Men who have played 5 innings in 1st class 
matches on the McGill Cricket Team during the 
same: season, provided also they stand in the 1st 
eleven (11) in the batting average, the first four (4) 
in the bowling average or in special cases for fielding. 
The professional does not count in the 1 st eleven, etc. 

VIII. Men who have played in two matches in 
Inter-Collegiate contests on the University Hockey 
Team. 

IX. Men may obtain the badge for past perform* 
ances of merit, which are not covered by the regula- 
tions, by applying to the Grounds' and Athletics' Com- 
mittee. This body may grant the privilege, but must 
publish all the particulars in the College Paper. 

SECOND GRADE. 

Form — Egyptian M 4 inches wide, 3^ inches high, 
with % inch limbs and small letters G. C. A. F H. 
and T. attached above. These letters are of a uniform 
height of 2 inches, width of limb y 2 inch, and height 
over all of both letters 5 inches. 

To be worn by : — 

I. Men who have played in at least two champ- 
ionship matches in one season on the Intermediate 
Rugby Football Team, or in one championship 
match on the senior Team. 

II. Men who win a place upon the University 
team in track and field games. 

III. Men who have played in two championship 
matches in one season on the University Hockey 
Team playing in the Intermediate series. 



IV. The first 6 men in the Tennis Club, as deter- 
mined by the challenge system, provided also they 
have played in two championship matches. 

V. Men who have played 5 innings in important 
matches on the 1st and 2nd cicket teams in one 
season, provided also they stand in the 1st n in the 
batting average, the first 4 in the bowling average, 
or in special cases for fielding. 

VI. The winners of the Wicksteed Silver and 
Bronze Medals. 

N. B. — Nos. L and IV. of the 1st grade and I. and 
III. of the second grade regulations are retroactive. 

Records of the names of those entitled to wear Mc- 
Gill Badges. — A book is to be kept in the Univer- 
sity library in which the names of those entitled to 
wear the several badges will be entered. These 
names are to be submitted to the Grounds' and 
Athletics' Committee for approval by the clubs con- 
cerned at any time during the playing season. 

Past performances. — A sub committee consisting 
of Prof. MacLeod, Messrs King, MoLon and Patch 
was appointed to determine the names of those 
entitled to wear McGill badges for past performances. 
The work of this committee is not yet complete, but a 
good deal has been done, and part of it is published 
below. 

How Badges may be obtained. — Steps are being 
taken to have the system of McGill badges registered 
so that ihey can be obtained only by order to the 
secretary of the Grounds' and Athletics' Committee, 
Those entitled to badges for pasl performances will 
be required to pay a small amount for them- Those 
who win them in futuie will be presented with them 
by the Grounds' and Athletics' Committee. 

The University badges can be obtained only from 
McKerrow Bros., on presentation of an o.der from 
the G. & A. Committee. Signed orders can be ob- 
tained at present by applying to R. O. King, 38 
Victoria street. 

Number of Badges and Renewals.— Each man is 
entitled to two badges, one (white) for his sweater 
and one (red) for his canvas jacket or running jer- 
sey. A man who has won a badge at football m-ist 
not wear it on a running jersey, and a man who has 
won a badge for track or field games must not wear 
it on a canvas jacket. A man may have as many 
varieties of the second grade badge as he can win. 
Badges may be renewed on return of the old ones 
and on payment of a suitable price. 




SECOND GRADE BADGES 
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WEARING OF THE BADGE. 

The badge is to be worn on the center of the 
chest, except with a canvas jacket, when it is to be 
worn on the left side of the chest. Garments having 
badges attached can be lent only to those who are 
entitled to wear the badge ) or to others if the gar- 
ment be wor?i inside out. 

The red badges are made to suit white canvas 
jackets and running jerseys ; the white badges are 
for the regulation red McGill sweater. 

SWEATER. 

The McGill sweater tinally adopted by the 
Grounds' and Athletics' Committee has a red body ; 
two white bands one inch wide, one inch apart, and 
one inch from end around the cuffs ; two similar 
bands around the neck ; one band two inches wide 
and two inches from the end around the bottom. 
The sweater is not complete without one of the 
badges mentioned above or else the ordinary McGill 
crest provided with a white border. 

SUIT FOR TRACK AND FIELD GAMES. 

Jersey, white with suitable badge, three quarte r 
nch red bands around neck and arm holes. 

Trousers, white, with one inch red band down 
outside of legs and an inch and a half red band 
around waist. 



An Athletic Hand-Book. 

The same sub-committee, which has drawn up the 
above regulations, is at work collecting material for 
an athletic hand-book. This will contain a general 
history of Athletics at McGill, as well as important 
information regarding the different Athletic organiza- 
tions in the University. 

The Committee will be very grateful for any in- 
formation regarding the early history on Athletics at 
McGill. Their difficulties are great, owing to the 
incomplete records kept by the different clubs and 
the lapses in the publication of the University 
newspaper.

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RELATIONS BETWEEN STATES. 

(Substantially a paper read before the Alumna; Society of McGill.) 

{Continued.) 

The natural life, in the theory of the Stoics, was 
the life of virtue, conceived of as. in a special way, 
that for which man was destined. The conception 
that the good must be the natural did much, no 
doubt, to simplify the ideal of goodness. Life was 
already becoming sufficiently complex for that pas- 
sionate desire after a simpler condition to arise, 
which is itself a product of an artificial society. 
Such a conception affected powerfully the imagina- 
tions of those highly cultured Romans who, when 



first Greek influence was strongly felt in Rome, em- 
braced with eagerness the ethics of Stoicism. These 
men being, to a large extent, members of the legal 
profession, juris-consults, Praetors, etc., concerned 
in the laying down of law, had constantly to de- 
termine the character of the Jus gentium. This 
law of nations consisted of such customs and laws 
as were found to be universally recognized by all 
the non-Roman peoples for whom the Praetors 
had to administer law. Originally inferior in pres- 
tige to the Jus civile or special law of Rome, its 
importance increased with the growth of the Roman 
empire and extension beyond Italy, and of the cos- 
mopolitan spirit. As cases would constantly arise 
to which no existing law was applicable, the Roman 
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lawyer by a natural process, inclining to identify the 
law of nations with the law of nature, was thereby 
enabled to modify and simplify the former in accord- 
ance with the ideal requirements of the latter. 
Whenever there seemed to be no provision in any 
code for the particular case, the Praetor making de- 
cisions (thenceforth precedents) conformable to the 
most liberal spirit, could always apply to the 
assumed requirements of the law of nature. This 
friction was thus of incalculable value in the develop- 
ment of the code which later spread over Europe, 
and has immensely influenced the course of law in 
that continent and this. So far, however, it was in 
no true sense international law, but merely a law for 
individuals of all nations. The second great and 
valuable misinterpretation of the old law of nature 
took place through the manipulation of the 17th 
century jurists first endeavouring to compile prin- 
ciples of international law in the modern meaning 
of the term. International law being identified in 
their view with jus gentium acquired the associations 
of that law, including the natural law theory. In 
many important respects, then, the law which ought 
to prevail between nations is, in these theoiies, such 
as is demanded by the requirements of natural law. 
In its eyes, for instance, as all men are equal before 
the law, so are all states, whatever their size and 
force. Every member of the commonwealth of na- 
tions has equal rights with every other. 

It was in the evolution of these theories of the 
great international jurists, from Grotius onwards, 
that many profrems arose, which still have more 
than academic Interest and importance. 

In the first place, is the term law, as applied to 
the relations between states, applicable at all ? " In- 
ternational Law is law which is not law, those rules 
of public Ethics which are miscalled law," says 
Dicay. " It is/' says Holland, ' the vanishing point 
of jurisprudence : (a) as taking an arbiter beyond 
public opinion ; (b) as it tends to become assimilated 
to the law, by aggregation of states into a larger 
society, it ceases to be itself, and is transmitted into 
the public law of a federal government." 

The International Code is denied the true char- 
acter of law, mainly on the ground of the Austinian 
definition of law, as the command of a sovereign ; 
secondarily, because of the absence of a sanction, a 
penal power to enforce obedience to its rules. 

Westlake, however, holds that the true distinction 
is— not the objective one between rules enforced 
by the command of a universal, political, superior 
and those not so enforced, but the subjective distinc- 
tion between rules which the conscience of men 
allows, and often requires him to enforce, and moral 
claims, as to which he asserts no such right com- 
pelling their satisfaction. 

Professor M. Bernard observes that the fallacy 
suggested by the phrase, International morality, is 
a more practically mischievous one than that sug- 
gested by the phrase International Law. It is held 
by Maine that there may be a binding system of 
law which has not been declared. " The Law of 
Nations, as framed by the jurists who were its au- 
thors spread over the world, not by legislation, but 

by a process of earlier date 7 ' The acceptance of 

this law was the last conquest of Roman law. Its 



rapid advance to acceptance by civilised nations, a 
stage, though a very late stage, in the diffusion of 
Roman law over Europe, To the series of writers 
on Roman law he ascribes the creation not of a 
sanction , but of a law-abiding sentiment. Some 
way is evidently needed of distinguishing from those 
rules as to the relation between states which may 
without violence be called moral, in the ordinary 
sense of the term, those, as to which it is felt that a 
common society, did such exist, would certainly 
enforce them, and that the nation injured by their 
omission would be held justified in resorting to mea- 
sures of violence against the offender. The injured 
state is indeed its own avenger, as, in the early his- 
tory of societies, the injured family, a member of 
which has been slain, and this is perhaps a sign of 
that which is in any case, glaringly apparent, the low 
stage yet reached in the development of inter-racial 
ethics. 

Some of these perplexities resolve themselves into 
the root-question, seeing that a condition, describ- 
able as morality or law, is a condition that only exists 
in relation to persons possessed of will and intelli- 
gence. 

What sort of person is the state ? and what attri- 
butes of law and ethics would flow from its character ? 
And here the question begins to assume a more 
immediate practical interest, as well as being one of 
the most curiously fascinating of political, or indeed 
of any speculation. Are we to adopt a simple view 
which first suggests itself to thought, that nations are 
as individuals, definite in life and continuity of his- 
tory, marked off from each other by separate dis- 
tinguishable possession of body and spirit, passions, 
intellect and will, truly bound by the same moral obli- 
gations in their dealings with each other, the preser- 
vation of contracts, the faithful fulfilment of promises, 
the spirit that will go as far as complete self-sacrifice 
for the common good ? This last suggestion awakes 
us rudely from the charm of the dream. A contin- 
gency cannot be imagined in which any voice or 
power representing the nation could determine, for 
any idea of the general advantage of humanity the 
absolute injury, or suicide of the whole people. The 
nation is more than the aggregate of individuals at 
any moment, and that aggregate is one of members 
having separate personalities. Nations may seem 
sometimes to sacrifice themselves to the world, as 
Rome really sacrificed her highest political life in 
the Republic, to the needs of the Empire, as France 
has from time to time sacrificed herself in magnifi- 
cent experiments of the practicability of ideas, but 
this is not of direct purpose. " States " says Hegel, 
" are entirely self-subsistent and independent of one 
another. The right therefore does not really obtain 
amongst them. They may, then, arbitrarily violate 
contracts, and must consequently obtain an attitude 
of distrust of one another." The simple logical view 
has been held to a large extent by Quakers, though 
there has not existed a whole Quaker state capable 
of testing such principles. Last year amongst Eng- 
lish Quakers almost a schism arose on this question, 
those of the older type holding that the society 
should convey to the government a protest against 
the Transvaal war, others refusing to accede. In a 
paper representing the views of the latter, the con- 
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sequences to national existence were suggested, 
which would follow an attempt to apply literally the 
precepts of the Sermon on the Mount, in Interna- 
tional relations. In a careful piece of reasoning it 
was shown that action on the doctrine of non-resist- 
ance would first reduce England to an insignificant 
force among nations, and ultimately bring about the 
extinction of her life as a people. The people first 
to adopt such a principle must no doubt be sacrificed. 
To such a cause, and on the dubious chance of being 
leader in a more excellent way, assuredly numbers 
of individuals would gladly sacrifice themselves. But 
no individuals or group of individuals could so sacri- 
fice their country, and herein it is manifest that the 
analogy between nation and individual breaks down. 

To the imagination of the 18th century, the sharp 
separation into separate nations which makes these 
questions arise seemed already beginning to pass. 
It appeared that the dawn of the era of cosmopoli- 
tanism, so long delayed, could be discerned. The 
exclusive devotion to the bond of kinship, the 
national ideal began to look a primitive, uncivilised 
sentiment, a relic from barbaric ages. Through the 
new emphasis of human brotherhood, racial dis- 
tinctions were to be forgotten, globial interests to 
take the place of national. Of this faith the French 
Revolution held up the flaming torch. 

The 19th century seems to have indefinitely post- 
poned its materialisation, because of the recru- 
descence, the new birth of the national idea, 
"through blood and iron'' to adopt the words of 
the man, to whom more, probably, than to any 
other individual must be ascribed this counter- 
movement, the development of modern military 
imperialism and aggressive nationalism. The vision 
of a " United States " of Europe became " a pattern 
laid up in heaven, more remote than the Platonic 
state, as the effects of Bismarck's policy shaped 
themselves. The civilising forces of the age have 
been powerless against this growth of nationalism. 
In the face of this, the fair hopes that science would 
do what the Roman Empire failed to do, what 
Christianity did little to accomplish, have been de- 
stroyed. 

The national spirit has taken possession of us 
with all its dangers, as well as virtues. There is no 
doubt much that stimulates to heroic qualities in 
this conception and emotion of national life, it is 
not less ennobling than was the civic ideal to the 
Greeks and Romans, in an age before that new 
commandment, and that long course of modern 
history in our era, which have surely brought into 
our ken ideals even greater. Men and women rise 
above themselves in the power of the national 
passion ; they also fall below. The former truth has 
been so often and especially in the present day 
pointed out, with exultation, that it scarcely needs 
emphasis. With regard to the latter I may quote 
words of Thucydides when treating of revolutions. 

u Now in times of peace and prosperous affairs, 
better are the thoughts of cities and individuals 
because they do not fall upon necessities beyond 
their control. But war, removing that sense of daily 
satisfaction and comfort, is a violent educator, and 
brings the passions of the many into harmony with 
present conditions. And the customary significance 
of words changes under the influence of this 
reality.'' — {To be continued?)

LONDON IN JANUARY, 1801. 

What the Dawn of Last Century Saw. 

When at the first stroke of twelve 
on the night of December 31, 1800, 
the night watchman in Doughty Street, 
and many another street in London, 
roused himself from his slumbers, and, 
seizing his horn lantern, sallied out 
to announce to such of the world as 
were not already asleep that it was 
"twelve o'clock and a fine night," he 
was, perhaps unconsciously, announc- 
ing the birth of a century more won- 
derful than any the world had yet 
seen. 

He was a strange figure, the "po- 
liceman" of a hundred years ago, with 
his coat of many capes, his breeches 
and gaiters, his stout cudgel and his 
enormous lantern, nightly lit, to an 
accompaniment of strong language, 
with flint and steel and tinder. 

His 1 chief anxiety was to doze as 
comfoitably as possible in his box, 
consistent with being awake to chroni- 
cle each hour and the state of the 
weather, and to keep an eye on any 
roystering young blades returning 
home from Drury Lane or Covent Gar- 
den who might wish to play a prac- 
tical joke on him. 

The London of those days was vastly 
different from the London of to-day. 
The streets were roughly paved with 
cobbles, and at night were lit at long 
intervals by feebly-flickering oil-lamps 
which a gust of wind might at any 
time blow out. It is little wonder 
that in the hours of darkness they 
were given over to footpads and house- 
breakers, and that no honest man 
could venture far alone. 
In winter evenings pleasure-seekers 



resorted to one or other of the eight 
theatres, ranging from Sadler's Wells 
in the north to the Royal Circus m 
the south; to the many coffee -houses, 
where they could discuss the latest 
news with their cronies; or to taverns 
and other low places of questionable 
resort. 

In summer-time they would saUy 
out to the tea-gardens, wlv»i t^rn 
formed a fringe round London; or to 
the more fashionable resorts of Vaux- 
hall and Ranelagh. For lovers' of 
sport there was the morbid attraction 
of bull-baiting, when a score or so of 
dogs would torture a staked bull to 
a frenzy of rage or terror; and cock- 
fighting was the favorite sport even 
of princes. 

Public executions, which were then 
of almost daily occurrence, drew thou- \ 
sands of spectators to watch the death- 
throes of men and women who paid 
with their life for stealing a pair of 
stockings or a few pounds of sugar. 
On one day in January, 1801, twelve i 
persons were executed for offences the 
gravest of which was burglary, and 
which include the stealing of a sir- j 
loin and a tablecloth. 

For other offences men were flog- 1 
ged at the cart-tail through miles of 
London streets to the jeering and 
laughter of following crowds, or were | 
placed in pillories to be the target, 
for hours, of every imaginable kind 
of filth that idle and cruel passers-by 
chose to fling at them. With such 
recreations as these, to which were 
added prize-fights and all the riotous 
fun and revelry of frequent fairs at 
Smithfield and elsewhere, the London- 
er of a century ago had his share of 
excitements, however questionable

In those days papers were few and 
dear. When sixpence was charged for 
a copy of a morning newspaper it is 
not surprising that the total circula- 
of the six leading London papers, in- 
cluding the "Times'," "Morning Post," 
-Morning Chronicle" and "Mo-rning 
Advertiser," rarely reached 15,000 

copies a day. 

Railways were, of course, unknown, 
for it was only in this year (1801) that 
the first Act was passed for the con- 
struction of a mineral line, six miles 
long, from Wandsworth to Croydon. 
The stage-coaches which rattled daily 
into London to the music of hundreds 
of horns rarely averaged more than 
five miles an hour, and it was consid- 
ered a marvellous feat wnen the mails 
were carried from London to Bath in 
seventeen hours, a journey which is 
now accomplished daily in a trifle 
over two hours. 

All the chief avenues to London 
were infested with highwaymen, and, 
in spite of armed guards and passen- 
gers, coai hes were stopped and plun- 
dered every week. Rowland Hill was 
then a sickly child of five in his nur- 
sery at Kidderminster, and the penny 
post was not even a dream of the fu- 
ture. Stamps and envelopes were un- 
known, and the postman who deliver- 
ed a letter collected the charge for it, 
ranging from a shilling upwards. 

Provisions were at famine prices; 
wheat was £5 13s a quarter and sugar 
75s a hundredweight, while beef and 
mutton were from Is 3d to Is 8d a 
pound. Wages had fallen almost to 
vanishing point, and roiting and dis- 
content were everywhere. Religion 
was stagnant, and it was ostracism, if 
not actually a crime, to be a Dissenter. 
Great Britain was waging war single- 
handed against all the might of Na- 
poleon; press-gangs were prowling 
everywhere ready to seize the un- 
guarded "landsmen" and carry him off 
to the wars; waggons lumbered into 
London with the spoil of ships; and 
there were sufficient French prisoners 
of war in England to people a small 
town —Tit-Bits.
